Washington, Dec. 7.— .'or violation 
of the Slicrman anti-trust law the pres­ 
idents and other officers of sixteen 
companies

trust have been indicted by the federal

jury in Detroit. This is one 
of the biggest hauls, so far as individ­ 
ual prosecutions are concerned, that 
the department of justice has ever 
| made under the anti-trust law. 
If the 
offict rs ore convicted they will he lia­ 
ble to jaii sentences and the depart­ 
ment undoubtedly will bend every ef­ 
fort to have such punishment meted 
out instead ot fines. The sixteen com­ 
panies also were indicted as corpora­ 
tions. 
The companies in the

ui the making of sanitary en- 
ame'e 1 ironware, bathtubs, sinks and 
other thin s of a similar character 
that t¡iter into the construction of 
nearly every house in the land.

department of justice some time ago 
brourM a civil suit against the com 
blnatbo: . 
The evidence in this suit, 
accorduig to a statement issued by the 
department of justice, six wed lhat the 
annua! output of bathtubs and plumb­ 
ers’ supplies aggregated about $15,- 
000,000 a year; that the defendants 
engaged 
in 
the 
combination 
fixed 
prices by agreement and advanced 
prices so fixed, and regulated by agree­ 
ment the prices by which the jobbers 
were permitted to resell the products. 
The department of justice charges fur­ 
ther that the combination refused to 
sell to jobbers who would not agree to 
resell at the prices fixed by the com­ 
bination. and also refused to sell to 
any jobbers who handled any supplies 
manufactured by concerns not in the 
trust. 
The evidence, according to the de­ 
partm ent’s statement, tended to show 
that the defendants knew when they 
entered into this combination 
that 
such an arrangement would be unlaw­ 
ful and that they sought for a device 
behind which they might conceal the 
true character of the combination. 
The department of justice says fur­ 
ther that the evidence shows that the 
makers appointed a committee on the 
day they entered into this combina­
